Statistics of Australia anil New 
Zealand. 

Some idea of ti.o rapid growth in 
wealth and importance of the Austra- 
lian Colonies and No«v Zealand may 
be gathered by a perusal of tho follow- 
ing statiatics, wbiob we gather from a 
recent work on tboso countries.

Now South 
Wales combs' next, with imports of 
nearly £10,000,000 and exports of a 
little over £S,000,000. l^o-y Zealand 
ia third on the list, iis imiioii.H bein;r 
£o,59.1,U77 and its exports X.o,7Li;2lii. 
Then follow, in order, South Australia, 
Queonsland, TaHmtinia, Tho mineral 
and agriciiltiiiai rc.ourcoH of tho colo 
nioH aru inipcrtau'. Within th'.> lust 
sixteen yearn Vicloila and 2<u\v .South 
Wales have produced a i-u)iply ol ;; dd 
nmounting in valuo lo XI \), ()■){) i)'>JO 
New Soulli Waie.H produced nearly 
6,000,000 tonri oi o n), and th,o cjal 
fiolds JNortli and Hculh ol i.ho jiOit oi 
Sydney aro Huid ti' h.; i!ii':.h;;u.-;i ihle. 
Now Zealand has wiiliin alowyoui.- 
rison to an in-.p-n-tant p.;hitiyn as a 
producer of gold and wool. South 
Australia has within ton yo:ii3 past 
ozportcd copper to tho value ol nearly 
£5,000,000, and her agricultural ro 
Bonirces aro of vast oxtont and licii- 
nesB.' QuoonHland is lich in gm/.in;; 
lands and minorule, and baa besides 
began to cultivate both cotton and 
Bugar with kuccosb. Tasmania pio- 
duoos wool, grain and timber, and 
onrrioB on an aotivo buainesB in whale 
fishing. Tho total tonnftgo of vobbbIs 



arriving at Australian ports (including 
thosa of New Zealand) in tho year 
ISf}5 was cloae upon two. millions, 
while the tonnage ot veBsols departipg 
was a littio more than that amount. 
Statistics are given as to tbo number 
of domestio animals in tho oonntry, 
which show an astonishing increase, 
lu tho year 1825 there wore in the 
wholo pt Australia only about 6000 
horses, 134,510 bead of horned cattle, 
flTid 23T,G-22 sheep. In 1865 there 
were over half a million of horses, not 
far short of four million head of horned 
caltio, and between twonty-n'.no and 
thirty million of shoop.

bill which is hoarcel^' to bo ereililed from lis 
airoeily.
